axongft them. Bat concerning the Pſalter 
there are good words enough, and real ob- 
ſervation f advantages in the ſeveral 
Prefaces before the Commentaries upon 
the. Pſalms, Fax wo by the Fathers and 
Writers of the firt and middle ages. I 
leave the particular enumeration of them 
| tothe learned Divines of our Church, to 
whom. it is more proper: the ſum of them

| preſſed in his /pology againit the Gen- 
tiles, Omnes Bibliothecas, & omnia

It was the general uſe of Chriflendow 
| to ſaythe Pſalms Antiphonatim, by way 

of Verſe and Anſwer, ſaith Suidas; and 
ſo ancient, that the Religious of S. Mark 
in Alexandria uſed it, ſaith Philo the 
Few ; and S. Ignatius, or elſe Flaviahus, 
und Diodorus brought it firſt into the 
Chih of Antaoch, 


And for the private Devotions, that 
They chiefly conſt ed of the Pſalms, we 
have great probability from the ſtritt re- 
_ yquiring it of the Clergy, and particularly. 
. fromthem who came to be ordained, grea 
readinef 
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readineſs of ſaying the Pſalter by heart 
It was S. Hierom's counſel to Ruſticus : 
and when S. Gregory was to ordain the 
Biſhop of Ancona, hi inquiry concerning 
his Canonical ſufficiency was, if he could 
ſay David's Pſalms without book, and for 
4 diſability 7 doing it, John the Prief 
wa rejected from the Biſboprick of Ra- 
venna. Bat this I conceive more relates 
to their private than to their publick de- 
vot ions: for | cannot think but that in 
reſpect of the publick Liturgy, it was e- 
nough for Biſhops and Prieſts to read the 
Pſalm; the requiring ability to remem- 
ber them was to engage them to 4 fre- 
quent uſe of ſo admirable devotions in 


their private offgcts. 


But the Pſalms were not only of uſe to 
the Church, as they lay in their own po- 
fition and form, but the devout men of ſe- 
veral apes drew them into Collects, Anti- 
pbonaries, Reſpouſories, and all other parts 
of their devot ions. They made their pray- 
ers out of the Pſalms; their confeſſions, 
their doxehogies,their ej aculations for the 
moet part were clauſes or periods of the 

Falter.

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Pſalter. S. Hierome made 4 collent ion 


of choice Verſicles, and put them together 
into their ſeveral claſſes, and that was 
much of his devotion ; the Collection is 

ill extant under the Name of S. Hie- 
rom's Plalter. S. Athanaſius made an 


Index of the ſeveral occaſions and mat- 


ters of prayer and Euchariſt, and fitted 
Pſalms to each particular, that was his 
devotion; the Pſalms entire as they lay, 
only he made titles of his. own, I have 


ſeen of later time 4 ſhort hynon of ſome 


eight Verſes, which are indeed choice ſen- 
tences out of ſeveral Pſalms ſet together 
to make a compendium of Liturgy or Bre- 
viary of our neceſſity and devotions, cob- 
lefted by S. Bernardine : it is 4 very 
good Copy to be followed, But if we look 


- into the old Liturgies of the Eaftern and. 


Weſtern Churches, and where we will 
almoſt into the private devotions of the 
old Writers, we may ſay of them in the 


. expreſſion of the Prophet, Hauriebant

in him, for when he was upon the Crofi, 
he recited the 22, Pſalm ad verbum, © 
ſaith the Tradition of the Church ; and 
that he began it, ſaith the Scripturs, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou forſakea 
me The whole Pſalm is rather 4 Hi- 
flory thun a prediction of the Paſſion ; 
and what Tertullian ſaith of the whole

And yet beſides the ſpiritual ſenſe of an 
actual devotion, which is ſooner had in 
this uſe of the Pſalms than of other Pray- 
ers, | have had a meditation that this 
manner of devotion might be 4 good Sym- 
bol and inſtrument of Communiou between 
Chriſtians of a different per ſwaſion: For 
if we would communicate in the ſame pri- F 
vate devotions, it were 4 great degree of .

And ſuch is this devs- 
tion, the whole matter where is the 
Pſalms of David, and the Prayers ſym- 
 bolical, and alike in ſubſtance, and o the 
ſame expreſſion throughout, where it is not 
already by circumſtances. 


So that | thought I might not impru- 
dently intend this book as an inflirument 

. of publick charity to Chriftians of differ- 
ent Confeſſions, For | ſee that all ſorts of 
people fing or ſay David's Pſalms, and by 
that uſe, if they understand the conſequen- 
ces of their own Religion, accept ſet forms 
of Prayer for their Liturgy, and this form 
in ſpecial is one of their own choices for de- 
wvotion- ſo that if all Chriftians that think 
David's Pſetms lawful devotions, and 
ſhall obſerve the Callects from them to be 
jet of the ſame Religion, would joyn in 
this or the like fom,! am ſomething con- 
fident the product would be charity,beſides 
other ſpiritual advantages. For my own 
Particular, fince all Chriſtendom is ſo much 
divided and ſubdivided into innumerable 
Setts, I knew not how to give a better 
v idenre 
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evidence of my own belief, and love of 
the Communion of Saints, and deteffati- 
on of Schiſm, than by an At of Religs- 
on, whoſe conſequence might be (if men 
pleaſe) the advancement of an unrverſal 
Communion, For in that which is mot 
concerning, and is the beft preſerver of 
Charity, | mean practical devotion and 
active piety, the differences of Chriſtendom 
ar e-not ſo great and many,tomake an eter- 
nal diſunion and fracture; and if we in- 
ſtance · in 2 noue at all abroad 
(ſome indeed we have commenced at home) 
but in the great diviſions of Chriftendom 
noxe at al Jur concerning the object of our | 
prayers and adorations. For the Socinian 
ſhuts up the Holy Ghoſt from his Letanies, 
and places the Son of God in a lower form 
of addrefi., But concerning him, I muſt ſo 
4s S. Paul ſaid of the unbelievers, What 
have I to do with them that are with- 
Out? 


For this very thing,that-they dubelieve 
the article of the holy Trinity, they make i 
themſelves uncapable of the communion of | } 
other Chriſtian people of theNiceneFaith, :

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4nd we cannot ſo much 4s joyn with thens 
in good prayers, becauſe we are not agreed 
concerning the perſons to whom our de vo-

out drawing them into her offices (which 
they might do without any prejudice tothe

28 He rained fleſn upon them as thick as duſt, and 
feathered fowls like as the ſand of the ſea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents, even round a- 
bout their habitation. 

30 So they did eat and were well filled, for h 
gave them their own deſire: they were not diſap- 
pointed of their luſt. : 

31 Bur while the meat was yet in their mouths, 
the heavy wrath of God came upon them, and flew - 
the wealthieſt of them; yea, and ſmote down the 
choſen men that were in Iſrael. 32 Bue 
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32 But for all this they ſinned yet more, and be- 
lieved not his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he conſume in va- 
nity, and their years in trouble. 

34 When he ſlew them, they ſought him, and tur- 
ned them early and enquired after God. 

35 And they remembred that God was their 
ſtrength, and that the high God was their Redeemer. 

36 Nevertheleſs they did but flatter him with 
their mouth, and diſſembled with him in their 
tongue. g 

37 For their heart was not whole with him, nei- 
ther continued they ſtedfaſt in his covenant. 

38 But he was ſo merciful that he forgave their 
miſdeeds, and deſtroyed them net. 

39 Yea many a time turned he his wrath away, 
and would not ſuffer his whole diſpleaſure to ariſe. 

40 For he conſidered that they were but fleſh ; and 
that they were even a wind that paſſeth away, and 
cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did they provoke him in the wil- 
derneſs, and grieved him in the deſart. 

4 They turned back and tempted God, and mov- 
ed the Holy one in Iſrael. 

43 They thought not of his hand, and ef the day 
when he delivered them from the hand of the ene- 
my. 


44 How he had wroughe his miracles in Egypt, 


and his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters into blood: ſo that they 
might not drink of the Rivers. 
46 He ſent lice among them, and devoured them 
up; and frogs to deſtroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto the @@rerpillar, and 
their labour unto the graſhopper. $ 
48 He 
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18 He deſtroyed their vines with hail-ſtones, and 
their mulberry trees with the froſt. | 

49 He ſmote their cattel alſo with hail-ſtones,and 
their flocks with hot thunder-bolrs. 

50 He caſt upon them the ſuriouſneſs of his wrath, 
anger, diſpleaſure, and trouble: and ſent evil Angels 
among them. 

51 Hemadea way to his indignation, and ſpared 
not their ſoul from death; but gave their life over to 


the peſtilence. 


52 And ſmote all the firſt born in Egypt: the moſt 
principal and mightieſt in the dwellings of Ham. 
53 But as for his own people, he led them forth 
— ſheep: and carried them in the wilderneſs like a 
ock. ; 

54 He brought them out ſafely that they ſhould 
not fear: and overwhelmed their enemies with the 
Sea. 

55 And brought them within the borders of his 
ſanctuary; even to his mountain, which he purcha- 
ſed with his right hand. 

56 He caſt out the Heathen alſo before them : 
cauſed their land to be divided among them for an 
heritage, and made the tribes of Iſrael to dwell i 
their tents. 

57 So they tempted and diſpleaſed the moſt high 
God, and kept not his teſtimonies 

58 But turned their backs and fell away like their 
forefathers: ſtarting aſide like a broken bow. 

59 For they grieved him with their hill-altars,and 
provoted him to diſpleaſure with their images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth, and cook 
ſore diſpleaſure at Iſrael. | 

61 So that he forſook the tabernacle in Silo, even 
the tent that he had pitched among#hem, 

62 He 
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62 He delivered their power into captivity, and 
their beauty into the enemies hand. 

63 He gave his people over alſo unte the ſword, 
and was wroth with his inheritance. | 

64 The fire conſumed their young men: and 
their maidens were not given to marriage. 

65 Their Prieſts were ſlain with the ſword: and 
there were no widows to make lamentation. 
ss So the Lord awaked as one out of ſleep, and 
like a Giant refreſhed with wine. 
57 He ſmote his enemies in the hinder parts, and 
put them to à perpetual ſhame. 

68 He refuſed the tabernacle of Joſeph, and choſe 
not the tribe of Ephraim. 

69 Bur choſe the tribe of Juda: even the hill of 
Sion, Whichcke loved. 

70 And there he builded his temple on high, and 
Jaid the foundation of ir like the ground which he 
hath made continually. 

71 He choſe David alſo his ſervant, and took him 
away from the ſheepfolds. 

72 As he wasfollowing the ews great with young 
ones he took him: that he might feed Jacob his peo- 

le, and Iſrael his inheritance. 

73 Se he fed them with a faithful and true heart, 
and ruled chem prudently with all his power.
